A very few months, and those who havo 
labored long and earnestly for the main- 
tenance of the Protestant Orphans' Home, 
in this city, will have the satisfaction of 
teeiii" the charge's of that institution 
housed in a building roomy enough for their 
accommodation, out of the duat and noise 
of the city itself and surrounded hy grounds 
in which the little '•tuics will find SOOpe to 
play and be happy. 

Such a home has hern tho dream of many 
of those -,\ ho have tho interest of the Orphan- 
ago at heart, but it seemed a very long way 
oil' until a year ago. Thru one of those who 
had often before showed his substantial 
friendship was called away by death, 
and bis will, when read, was 
found to provide the way for the establish- 
ment of a home such us would lie an honor 
to his philanthropy and bis generosity. The 
bequest of the Into John George Taylor 
amounts to over $30,000, and this sum is 
now in the hands of the treasurer, Mr. James 
Hutoheson, 

The discussion of the legacy and bow it 
shall be applied, was the principal business 
at the quarterly meeting of tho committee 
ot management, held at the Home, yester- 
day evening. Tbe President, Mr. F. H. 
\\ orlock, was in the chair, and there- were 
also present Treasurer James tfutelieoon, 
Secretary Charles Hayward, Ut. Rev. 
bishop ("ridge, Rev. P. MoT". Mncleod, 
Henry. Jewell, Mrs. E. Cridge, Mrs. J. 
Hutoheson, Mrs. T). W. Higgius, Mr. G. A. 
Sargtson, and Mis. Charles Kent. 

After prayer by Rev. Mr.' Mncleod and 
the disposal of the routine business, tbe 
Treasurer reported the receipt of the pr 
ceeds of tho bequest— over §30,000, \ 
he had placed at interest at -1 per cent, 
report was received and the. ac 
Treasurer duly endorsed. 

Considerable discussion ensued, tho 
unanimous wish of tho committee appear- 
ing to be that tho c-iftire Taylor estate 
should be appropriated for building a house 



that would 'be a credit to the city and an 
enduring monument to the benevolence of 
the donor, ft was finally agreed "That 
tho amount of this legacy be set apart for 
a building fund, and that a special com- 
mittee be appointed to report upon a suita- 
ble site." 

Rev. P. McF. Mncleod, Mr. James Hut- 
choson and Mr. Charles Hay ward were 
named us this committee. 

The report, of the executor of the Taylor 
estate that ho had no authority to expend 
monies for a monument at the grave of the 
late J. Q. Taylor, was then taken up. The 
opinion seemed to bo that tiio proposed new 
Orphan's Homo would be a monument of a 
character more in accordance with the 
wishes of tho dead than any costly shaft of 
marble extolling bis virtues to tho occa- 
sional visitor to the city of tho dead. 
It wua, however, finally agreed to have an 
inexpensive stono enclosure and monument 
placed at the resting place of tho generous 
deceased. 

The establishment of an infant ward and 
the employment of on additional nurse was 
fully discussed, and it was resolved to refer 
the matter to the Ladies' Committee for an 
early report. 

The moating then adjourned; after a bene- 
diction by the venerable 1 bishop. 

FEARFUL FATALITY: 

An Kxplosion at the -Mare Island Navy Yard 
Carries with it Death and Destruction, 

Sax FoANOISCO, dune 13. — A powder ex- 
plosion occurred at Maic Island Navy Yard. 
Twelve people aro reported killed and a 
number wounded. Tho explosion occurred 
at 11.30 this morning at the house where 
shells are filled. Mr. Hutchinson, in charge, 
and eleven sailors were killed, also three 
fatally wounded. Tbe acting gunner, 
George Hittinger, a powder boy, and all the 



sailors that wero lulled or injured, belonged 
to tho U. S. steamer Boston. A working 
party of fifteen from the Boston was sent 
down to prepare ammunition and fill shells 
for the ship. It is supposed oue of the 
party dropped a shell and that the concus- 
sion caused an explosion. Dr. Lewis, of the 
Naval Hospital, notwithstanding the inter- 
mittent explosion of shells, braved tbe dan- 
ger and, went into tho midst of it to savo 
life if possible. But he only found one liv- 
ing, and this body was filled with pieces of 
wood and burned and bleeding. It was 
taken from the llames and rushed to hos- 
pital. Thero wero three magazine watch- 
nun on duty in other parts of 
the grounds, and although badly in- 
jured they will live. The body of Gunner 
Hittinger was found on the roof of shell 
house No. 1, having been blown through the 
roof of shell house No. 2, which was after- 
wards destroyed by lire. The work of 
identification had not been done at this 
writing, as the energies of all were devoted 
to getting the remains together and quench- 
ing the fire. Had tho magazine proper con- 
taining tons of explosives exploded, Valle-ju 
would have been shattered. It is a miracle, 
being as close as it wiis, that such did nat 
occur. Hittinger was beyond a doubt 
killed instantly as bis head was blown from 
his body.

A large block in course of erection on 
Victoria avenue, was badly damaged, sev- 
eral smaller buildings being completely 
overturned.

which rumor p ;icts at S2.00O, but the chief 
accountant declined to state the figures. 

A woman named Landry, aged 42, dropped 
dead in St. Jean Baptist Church, yesterday, 
when entering the confessional. 

Hon. L, 0. Taillon has been elected Rxt- 
tonier General of the province of Quebec. 
He has had a long and varied experience in 
tho province, having been called to the 
Lower Canada bar in 1S07, and in 1882 was 
appointed a Queen's Counsel. He wiis 
Speaker of the Legislative Assembly from 
1982 until 18S3, and in 1831 was appointee 
attorney general. He resigned this posi 
tion in 1SS7, and fivo days afterward! 
formed an administration which resigned 
two days later. The appointment is a pop- 
ular one. 

WINNIPEG, Juno 13. — Rev. Dr. Campbell, 
late of Colling wood, Ont., arrived in the 
city yesterday a: rou/S to Victoria, wdiere 
he has been called to the pastorate of the 
First Presbyterian Church. Last evening 
he preached to a large congregation in Knox 
Church, Ho remains lu this city until 
Tuesday, the guest, of Rev. Dr. DuvaL On 
his way west ho will remain two days at 
Banff. 

Windsor, Out., Juno II.— The Conti- 
nental Union Club held a public meeting 
last night, addressed by several speakers on 
each side.

The regulation 
respecting the pollution of the streams by 
the fiuh offal will be rigidly enforced. In- 
spector MoNab has been notified to prose- 
cute all violators of the law, and Messrs. 
HruUe, Jackson & Ilclmckon were notified 
to assist him in every particular.

VlEKN-A, June 12.— Tho Austro-Hungar- 
ian Government proposes to accept the in- 
vitation of the United States to unite with 
other Governments in a silver conference, 
and will send duly empowered representa- 
tives from the Department of Finance of 
Austria and Hungary.

London, Juno 13. — In tho House of Com- 
mons, to-day, Right Hon. Mr. Balfou 
stated that tho Irish Education Bill and 
other measures bad been abandoned, but 
that dissolution was not likely before the 
end of next week. This brings dissolution 
to about the time — tho end of June— 
originally mentioned by Mr. Gladstone in 
answer to bis constituents in Midlothian. 

Soon after Mr. Balfour made his state- 
ment, a number of members left the house 
and will probably not make their appear- 
ance again during tho session. The news 
has already been flashed through the 
United Kingdom and the election agencies 
aro everywhere stimulated to hasten their 
preparations for the contest. It is stated 
that the government did not arrive al 
final conolusion'nntil Saturday, when those 
members of the Cabinet who have argued 
against an early dissolution reluctantly gave 
in to the will of tho premier, who has 
from tho first favored a summer election.

A Visitation From < 

London, Juno 12.— A dispatch from 
Meshed, Persia, says thut all tho Europeans 
that city have escaped the cholera. 
Among the natives the deaths reached 250 
daily. The disease was of the most violent 
type. Persons perfectly well wero seized 
with the disease and died in a few hours, 
the epidemic being regarded as a visitation 
from God. 

A Fnslilonable Swindler. 

VIENNA, June 12. — The name of the fash- 
ionable swindler known under tho aliases 
of Shaftesbury and Plantagenot, who oper- 
ated in Berlin, Paris, London, Liverpool, 
New York and Leipzig, and who was hand- 
ed over to tho Austrian authorities on May 
24 by the German police, after serving two 
years in a German prison for stealing neck- 
laces valued at 37,000 marks, is Mason 
Helmbold, of Philadelphia, only 20 years 
old. He is in custody, and shows symptoms 
of insanity. 

Killed While Worshipping. 

Madrid, Juno 13. — At Molina, yesterday, 
while service was being held in church, 
lightning struck the edifice, instantly kill- 
ing ten people and injuring many others in 
tho mad rush from the falling walls. The 
priest and altar was untouched. 

The Bismarck Wedding. 

Vienna, June 12. —Tho coming visit of 
Prince Bismarck and family at tho wedding 
of Count Herbert Bismarck to Countess 
Margaret Hcroia, excites keen interest here. 
Tho Prince will arrive on tho 19th instant. 
If he stays hero two days, tho Emperor and 
court cannot avoid noticing him. The 
Allgemeine Zeitung says that the Berlin 
foreign otlico has instructed tho German 
embassy here to confine its participation in 
the ceremonies to the merest conventional 
formality. Inquiries at the German 
embassy tend to confirm this statement. 

Constant I uc Reprimanded, 

St. PETERSBURG, Juno 12. — It is asserted 
on apparently good authority that tho czar 
has reprimanded the Grand Duke Constan- 
tino for visiting President- Oarnot without 
permission from tho czar. While tho 
princes of the imperial family have a right 
to do as they please when abroad, in giving 
anil receiving unofficial courtesies, the in- 
variable rule is to ask tho consent of the 



czar bofore taking part in any oflicial func- 
tions. It would not follow that because 
the czar reprimanded ConsUntine he, there- 
fore, did not desire that prince to represent 
Russia at tlio Nancy fetes. The autocrat is 
very jealous of his rights as the head of the 
houso of Romanoff", and tho reprimand may 
havo been simply because an important 
form was not observed by the grand duke. 

l'uiitier liuniltcrntiau, 

London, June 13. — Home Secretary Mat- 
thews said in tho House of Commons, to- 
day, that he was unable to name a' date 
when the bill to prevent the immigration of 
destitute aliens would bj introduced. It 
was undeniable, he said, that the evils con- 
nected with such immigration were increas- 
ing.

SAVAGE SOCIALISTS 

Furiously Denounce and Formally Expel 
Obnoxious Colleagues, 

Berlin, June 13, — A meeting of Social- 
ists was held, yesterday, to pnss on the con- 
duct of their comrades Tutzauer and Sabor, 
against whom it was charged that they had 
violated their obligations as Socialists in at- 
tending the funeral of tbe late Burgp-mus- 
tcr, Ferckenbeclc. The meeting was 
largely attended and from the 
first gave evidence of the intonse- 
anipnosity felt by muny of the Socialists to- 
ward the late Burgomaster, on account of 
his course during the riots early in the 
spring. After several speakers had se- 
verely denounced Sabor and Tutzauer, 
Sabor asked ati opportunity to defend him- 
self. He admitted attending the funeral of 
Herr Ferckenbeck, but argued that his con- 
duet was no M'orse than that of those So- 
cialists who had attended the' fu- 
neral of Herr Wuidthorst, the leader 
of the Centre in the Reichstag 
and a pronounced enemy of Socialism. 
He was willing to confess thut he had been 
guilty of an unwise act, but held that it 
was not an act which justified the violent 
denunciations whioh had appeared. There 
were episodes in the life of the' late Burgo- 
master, he said, which no friend of liberty 
could help remember with gratitude. In 
view of the feeling exhibited, however, Uprr 
Singer delivered a violent speech, urging 
that the offenders should not be per- 
mitted to withdraw under cover of 
t heir resignations but should bo expelled. 
To attend tbe funeral of Ferckenbeck, he 
said, was to approve the brutal and inhuman 
treatment which the working people had re- 
ceived ut tho hands of tho police under the 
authority of Ferckenbeck. Herr Singer 
branded Sabor and Tutz*uer us traitors to 
the organization, in view of tho resigna- 
tion of Saber and Tutzauer the motion for 
their expulsion was not pressed, but a reso- 
lution was adopted to tho efl'eet that a 
member attending tho funeral of any one 
Identified with antagonism to tho Socialist 
cause would be punished by expulsion.

The New Pastor of the First Presby- 
terian Church En Eoute 
to Victoria. 



Farewells at Collingwood— Many Ex- 
pressions of the Highest 
Esteem 

Rev, Dr. Campbell, who is to he formally 
in luctcd into tlio pastorate of the First 
Presbyterian church, on the 22ad inst., is 
en route to Uri t inh Columbia. He will spend 
a few days with friends on the Mainland, 
and reucli Victoria on Monday jr Tuesday 
next, Retting acquainted with his new con 
gregation before the induction. 

Tiio Collingwood Enterprise of Juno 2 
devotes a column to the exercises which 
marked Dr. Campbell's departure from his 
Ontario home. It refers to the good work 
done by the reverend gentleman during the 
years of his faithful ministry, and reports 
the last meetings between the congregation 
aud the retiring pastor as follows: 

"One of those hitter-sweet events which 
are common enough iu life's history took 
place in the Presbyterian church on Friday 
evening, when the congregation met to bid 
farewell to their pastor, Rev. Dr. Campbell 
and to present him with a testimonial of 
their regard. There was a large gathcrin 
of the people of the churcb, as well as many 
others, and the proceedings were of a highly 
interesting character. 

"As is proper and customary the pr 
ceedings opened with prayer, after which 
the well trained choir gave a selection, and 
then the following address was read by Mr. 
D. (i. Cooper : 
Rev. J. Campbell, M.A., PH.D. 

Beloved Pastor and Friend,— As it h 
come to pass in the dispensation of an All Wiso 
Providei.ee, that the connection of pistor 
and people, which bus existed tor the lust live 
years, between yourself ami the Presbyterian 
Cburchin Collingwood, is about to he severed, 
we, the members and adherents of your congre- 
gation in this place, cannot let the occasion 
pass without in sonrj way giving expression to 
the deep regret which we feel a your depar- 
ture from aiming us and the groat loss which, 
wo believe, both young and old of your lloclc 
will sustain, socially as well as spiritually, in 
your removal from a charge over which you 
have ministered so faithfully and successfully. 
Wo feel, indeed, that wo are not only parting 
with a wise and faithful pastor.but with a kind 
and generous friend— ever ready to sympathize 
with and encourage all ihose In need of direc- 
tion and assistance in the struggle for higher 
and better things.

And now, dear pastor, what is there more to 
bes-idf Vve can only again express our kind' 
est wishes for your welfare, for lone; years of ' 
health and usefulness, both for yourself and 
your paraier in life, in your now sphere of labor 
whore, let us hope, too, that your faithful sow- 
ing of the seed of the Gospel may not be to you 
without the encouraging assurance that your 
labor has not been in Vain in the Lord.

In its progress 
round the world the cholera does most harm 
where the conditions are moat favorable to 
its spread and development ; that is, in t 
dirtiest places. It follows from this, that 
those cities which aro cleanest havo least to 
fear from the cholera. Cities that aro well 
draiued, in which decomposing matter of 
any kind is not allowed to remain to poison 
the atmosphere, and* where the laws of 
health are most generally observed, need 
not dread a visitation of the disease, terrible 
as it is. This is now so well known that 
. whenever there is tiny fear of cholera a een 
oral cleaning up takes place. Sucli cleansing 
is good as far a3 it goes, but it would be fat- 
better if the cleanliness were systematic 
and permanent, instead of being spasmodic 
and temporary. , 

When once the cholera begins 
its journey it is wonderful how 
how fast it travels and by what means it 
is conveyed from place to place. In con 
templating its speed, the observer finds 
out that the world is not so big a place after 
all, and also that thero ia close connection 
and constant communication between differ- 
ent nations, savage and civilized, those 
that are near and thoso that aro far apart, 

It would be well for the people of Victoria 
to take warning in time. The other day 
tlio smallpox was imported from China. It 
would bo almost as easy to import the 
cholera from India. If it comes and finds 
the citizen unprepared, it may do much 
harm ; if when it arrives here it finds noth- 
ing to feed on, it may pass over without 
hurting any one. The importance of pre- 
paring in time cannot ho overrated. Be- 
sides, cholera or no cholera, it ia best to have 
the city clean. 

CAMPAIGN LIT ERA TURE. 

The Democratic party of the United 
States will have, in the coming election, a 
powerful ally in Henry George. Tariff Re- 
form is the principal plank of the Democra- 
tic platform, aud George is an out-and-out 
free trader. He wields the pen of a ready 
writer, and his style is exceedingly simple, 
pine and clean. He lias the faculty of mak- 
ing a dry subject attractive, and of diveat- 
ing an ugly proposition of all its unpleasant 
features. But George goes much further 
than the free traders. In his book "Pro- 
tection and Free Trade," which is being cir- 
culated in the United States as a campaign 
document, he introduces his peculiar doc- 
trines about property in land. He saya in 
that work : 

"Property in land is as indefensible as 
property in man. It is so absurdly impoli- 
tic, so outrageously unjust, so llagrantly 
subversive of the truo right of property, 
that it can only bo iustituted by force and 
maintained by confounding in tlio popular 
mind the distinction betwoen property in 
land and. property in tilings that are the 
result of labor. Once that distinction 
is made clear — and a thorough discussion 
of the tariff question must now make it 
clear— and private property in lands ia 
doomed." 

If property in land is na indefensible as 
property in man, it follows that it is as much 
the duty of tho Stato to tako from men 
their lands as it wna to free the mon who 
were held in bondage. This is, in fact, the 
doctrine which Henry George teaches. He 
would take from every owner of land the area 
lie claims to possess and mako it tho pro- 
perty of this Stato. How such a doctrine 
will be received by a community in great 
part composed of land owners remains to bo 
seen. We havo a notion that tho men 
whom ho. will attract by -his free-trade 
doctrines he will repel by Uia theory of tho 
ownership of land. Ho will find it hard to 
convince American farmers that it is just as 



iniquitous iu every way to own a farm or a 
building lot as it is to .be the possessor of a 
slave. The teachings of the man who de- 
clares that land owning is no better thau 
slave-holding will,' wo should say, hardly 
become popular with tho farmers and city 
land owners of tho United States. 



THE ELEVENTH COMMANDMENT. 

The question of Home Rule for Ireland is 
admittedly a difficult v oue. It ia one on 
which honest and able men, who have had 
tho best opportunities of observation, ex- 
tended over a long series of years, differ 
widely in opinion. Tlio Home Rule ques- 
tion is so complicated and so hard to under- 
stand that the British Liberal Party, in its 
attempt to come to a decision upon it, was 
split into two sections. The men who have 
separated from Mr. Gladstone on this ques- 
tion aro uot the old Whigs only, who, in 
opinion, can scarcely be distinguished from 
Conservatives, but they aro men of all do- 
creea of Liberalism, from the traditional 
Wiiig to tho ultra-Radical. Mr. Chamber- 
lain, who headed tho Radical wing of the 
old Liberal party, was quite na much op- 
posed to extending to Ireland Home Rule, 
as it was defined by Mr. Gladstone, as waa 
Lord Sartington, the leader of the Whigs. 
Yet on this question, on which British 
statesmen are so widely divided, Mr. Dev- 
lin asks the Canadian Parliament to pro- 
nounce positively and decisively. And, be- 
sides requiring Parliament to give its opinion 
en Homo Rule for the edification of the 
electors of tho Threo Kingdoms, he 
undertakes to condemn Lord Salisbury's 
Government, and to express the hope that it 
may bo defeated. This is Mr. Devlin's 
resolution : 

"That in the opinion of this House of 
Commons of Canada, the time has arrived 
when a substantial measure of Home Rule 
should be granted to Ireland ; and this 
House expresses the hope that at the ap- 
proaching general election in the United 
Kingdom, a majority will be returned to 
Parliament pledged to enact a measure 
which, while safeguarding tho unity and 
interests of the British Empire, will satisfy 
the legitimate and national . aspirations 
of tho Irish people, by granting to them a 
Parliament with jurisdiction over all mat 
ters of a local character." 

This ia very modest in Mr. Devlin, It 
might seem to an ordinary Canadian pos- 
sessing a moderate amount of modesty and 
common sense, that tho people of Great 
Britain understand their own affairs, and 
that they are able to manage them 
moderately well without any help from 
tho Canadian Parliament. Mr. Dev- 
lin may have heard of the Eleventh Com- 
mandment, which is, we have boon told, 
"Mind your own bnainess." Now, it seems 
to us that if the House of Commons ob- 
serves tlii3 law, it will have all that it can 
do, and more than it generally does do well. 

Some time ago, when the Dominion Par- 
liament passed a resolution in favor of 
Home Rule for Ireland, Mr. Gladstone, 
who was then in power, suggested in pretty 
plain terms that it would bo wise in Cana- 
dians to mind their own affairs, and all sen- 
sible people believed that Parliament de- 
served the snub it received. 

If the present House of Commons should 
be so foolish and presumptuous as to pass 
Mr. Devlin's resolution, it would, most 
likely, get such another snub ha a previous 
House had to submit to from Mr. Glad- 
atone, and no judicioua person, would, 
ever think that it had been harshly treated. 
But the majority which supports Sir John 
Abbott's Government lias, we believe, moro 
good sense than to put it.seif in tho way of 
being sat upon. Mr. Devlin's resolution, if 
passed, will bo an exceedingly offensive 
piece of impertinence. It would be an im- 
pertinence, because it expresses an opinion 
on a subject which it is not called upon to 
consider, and which the Imperial Parlia- 
ment is, and it would be offensive, because, 
without any reason, it goes out of its way 
to condemn tho Salisbury Government, 
from which Canada has received nothing 
but courtesy and kindness. 



Both parties havo been making careful cal- 
culations as to their strength, and both ex- 
press themselves satisfied with the result. 
Tiiia, it appeara to us, ia a little bit of brag 
on the part of tho Liberala, for there aro 
indications in more than ono direction that 
they aro not ao strong in tlio constituencies 
as they were some months ago. The Eng- 
lish and Scotch nonconformists evidently 
were not appealed to in vain by their co- 
religionists in Ulster, and tlio dissensions 
among the Irish Home Rulers havo not 
recommendedoitherthom or their cause to the 
people of Great Britain. Tfce quarrel between 
the Parnellites and tho untMNunellites 
seems to be as bitter aa evor and it is al- 
most certain that tho strugglo between tho 
two factions when there is a general election 
will bo bitter and violent. Tlio English 
electora were greatly disgusted at tho rowdy- 
ism witnessed at tlio Irish bye-elections 
some time ago, and the opponents of Homo 
Rule took good care to improve the occasion 
by telling the people that the disorder and 
lawlessness which they then witnessed wero 
but a sample of what would take place all 
over the country if the Irish wero in full 
enjoyment of the blessings of Homo Rule, 
However, it should not be forgotten that a 
good many in % England who appear to bo 
independent and unprejudiced still hold 
that if nothing occurs to bring about a con- 
siderable change in public opinion between 
now and tlio election, tho probabilities aro 
that Mr. Gladstone will be returned to 
power by a small majority. But even these 
do uot speak so confidently now aa they did 
a few months ago. 



THE SITUATION IN GREAT BRIT- 
A IN. 

All uncertainty respecting the general 
election seems now to be cleared away in 
Great Britain. Although no aitthoratativc 
announcement baa yet been made, it is evi- 
dently understood that t lie appeal to the peo- 
ple will take place in a very short time. The 
work of Parliament has been arranged in 
vident anticipation of a dissolution and the 
members of Parliament are preparing for 
the general elections. There * waa a time 
not long ago when it appeared that the 
Government had made up its mind to de- 
fer tho dissolution until next year. This 
could bo done, for Parliament docs not 
;easo to exist by elllux of time until the 
summer of 1893, If Lord Salisbury wished, 
therefore, he could have another session, 
but he and his colleagues seem to havo de- 
termined that it would not be wise to de- 
lay the dissolution much longer.* 

Aa regards the strength of parties matters 
seem to lie little changed. Neither party ap- 
peara to havo been for aomo time either 
gaining or losing. Tho London County 
Council election appeared to indicate that 
the Gladstonians had become more popular, 
but the Hacknoy bye-elcc ion proved that 
instead of gaining they had lost ground.

Tlu'ce Hundred, 



Laid at Host.

Mr. Tug-well the Only Loser— None ot 
the Guests Had Money on 
Deposit. 

Art unusually mysterious robbory, in 
which Mr. Thos. Tugwell, proprietor of 
the Colonial Metropole, is tho victim to tho 
extent uf ne.irly $3,300, took place some 
time between Saturday, night and Monday 
morning, The keeping of so large an am- 
ount in an old key-lock safe is accounted for 
by the fact that Mr. Tugwell was preparing 
to pay a large bill and wished to have tho 
money on hand. Tho amount missing was 
placed in the safe in an inner drawer which 
was last visited about X o'clock Saturday 
evening, and not until Monday at 10 a. m. 

An in- 
spection of t he safe showed no sign of its 
having been tampered with. Tho outer 
door was locked, but the inner combination 
door was open. A watch, gold locket, two 
J") gold pieces, and various papers wero un- 
disturbed. 

Tho proprietor of the house admits a 
careless habit of leaving his hunch of keys 
about, whero they might be picked up at 
any time, and an impression 
of the safe key taken. No sus- 
picion is attached to I he employes 
of the hotel, who might have hail access to 
tho safe, as they have all been for somo 
time with the house, and are regarded us 
perfectly honest. 

The safe is located in the bar room, and 
is under the eye of the night clerk at all 
times. The room is well lighted, and, 
though the bar is closed Sunday, tho place 
is open for guests, who pass back and forth 
at all times' of the day and night,. Tho caso 
seems to show the work of an expert, who, 
either by chance or careful watching, struck 
at n time when an unusual amount was in 
the safe, A guest, who deposited a one 
hundred dollar hill Saturday and drew it 
out Sunday, paid bis bill and left the house, 
is the only one of whom more or less is not 
known. The caso has been put in the hands 
of the police, but up to date no clue has 
been found that might possibly lead tc the 
discovery of the thief. *

A STRIKE AVERTED. 

Oil on the Troubled Waters of Tramway Af- 
fairs. 

There was a gathoring of the elans at tho 
Tramway power house lust Sunday evening. 
Tho souls of the men who engineer tho des- 
tiny ol Victoria's tramcars wero stirred to 
the depths; they wanted satisfaction and 
desired it In largo quantities. And all this 
on account of a proposal on the part of the 
company to adopt a new twelve hour scale 
of working time. To this the employes 
objected, and it was to pour oil on tho 
troubled waters that the officials arranged 
for tho meeting Sunday evening. It was 
large but not enthusiastic. The men wero 
very much divided in opinion as to just 
what they wished, but were unanimous in 
opposition to the proposed change. After 
considerable debate, during which the olli- 
cials explained tho various advantages to he 
gained by the employes in case of consent 
to the new scale, peace was patched up by 
the adoption of a scale as follows : 

All men who havo been in the service of 
the company less than six months will in 
future be allowed to work only 8], hours per 
day, while those who have over six months 
of service iu, will he given lflj hours work 
per day. A uniform price of S!0o per hour 
will be paid both classes. As is usual in 
such cases, somo of the men are satisfied 
and say they have made a gain, while others 
em to think that they were better off he- 
fore. Generally, however, the verdict is in 
favor of the change. 

The whole matter depends on the amount 
of time the men are allowed to make. Any 
I03S of time from laying off will come rather 
bard on the short timers. 'The now order 
will go into effect Wednesduy, and the men 
are anxiously waiting to see how the new 
order of things will work. 

Moscly May lie Here. 

Mrs. Mosely, tho wife of the defaulting 
recorder of San Joaquin county, is reported 
to have been seen here on Sunday, and the 
inference is that her husband is not far 
away. Moseley's forgeries aggregated some 
$125,000, and the police of California very 
naturally want him badly. As yet no 
authority to detain him bus reached the 
Victoria police, and Chief " Sheppard says 
that be cannot interfere with tho visitor's 
freedom, and could not if ho had levanted 
with a million. 



The Hospital Bazaar. 

Work in connection with the Hospital 
Bazaar is going on satisfactorily. Carpen- 
ters are preparing the Assembly Hall for 
the event, and yesterday all the stalls were 
| in position and the stage lilted up. The 
' decoration of the room will commence at 
once, and will ho proceeded with until the 
desired effect is produced. There is yet. a 
great ileal to be done, but with the willing 
hands and hearts enguged no difficulty is 
allowed to stand in the way of success. 

Simmies in Distress. 

Shaggles, the veteran of tho lire depart- 
ment, is iu trouble, and the members of the 
brigade are burning with indignation over 
the indignities to which ho has been sub- 
jected. Tile poundkeeper is the eauae of all 
the excitement. He did not take into con- 
sideration the fact that Shaggles is a veteran 
public servant, having been on duty contin 
uously for seven years, and imprisoned hint 
for not having " that little brass tug." The 
boys made up a collection, released their 
pet, and Shaggles now talks of appealing to 
tho city, council. 

Salmon. 

It is learned that very large sales of 
canned salmon — about 100,000 cases — have 
been made during the past eight or ten days, 
for English recount, and at good prices, 
ranging from 21s, (3d. to H'.in. for falls anil 
23s, to 25s. for llats-cif ; and that tho de- 
mand is good, market good and advancing 
for choice fish. Thero aro plenty of poor 
salmon on hand in England, but for prime 
sockeye salmon, such as Fraser and Skeena 
rivers turn out, the demand is unlimited, as 
the consumers find they are quite the equal 
of the best Columbia river spring salmon.

London, Juno 12.— ' fhere ; ig "aomothinR face 
tioua or expressive i Q t ho Importance given to 
the intorviow at K jc i betwoon tho Czar mid 
tho Gornmn Emp Jror , Tho memory of his own 
unsolicited unci unroturned visit to tho Czar 
rankled in tho f jermnn Emperor's breast. That 
wound is now closed. True, a visit to Kiel 
not a visit to. Berlin, hut Alexander tho Third's 
reluctance '.o travel by rail is alleged as a suf- 
ficient roo .son for his action. There Is another, 
perhaps. Kiel lies geographically midway be< 
twoen ( Copenhagen and Berlin. Tho Emporor, 
who Was at Berlin, had to travel as far as the 
Czar, who was at Copenhagen. In the eyes of 
tho court chamberlains, this diminished the 
vutuo of the compliment implied by I he Czar's 
visit. Russian susceptibilities are to that ex- 
tent soothed, and seldom lias tho ami German 
feeling been stronger in Russia than it is now. 
The etiquette observed at tho imperial moot- 
ing was, of course, strict, and if there bo any 
balance of gratified punctilio, it is on tho Rus- 
sian, not on the German, side. 

Not till both yachts had anchored in Kiel 
harbor did tho Czar go on board the Ilohenzol- 
lorn, on whoso dock the two sovereigns em- 
braced and kissed each other three times. Tho 
Russian wore tho Gorman uniform and tho 
German wore tho Russian Uniform, This visit 
lasted 20 minutes and w as forthwith returned 
by: the German Emperor, on the Czar's yacht, 
the Polar Star. That done, both landed ana 
wont to tho palace. Then there was a day's 
. sightseeing, then, at 7 o'clock in the evening, a 
banquet. Then the two great men .said fare- 
well. The visit of tho Czar had lasted exactly 
12 hours. If it were supposed that the meeting 
had any serious political object twofacts would 
dispose of that theory, 'i'lio Russian pr 
With a Russian oensor looking over the shoulder 
of each editor ns ho wri-cs, expressly notilles 
Germany that she need expect, from this inter 
view, no improvement in her relations with 
Russia, who will snorlflco to Germany neither 
her interest nor her dignity. 

The second fact takes us all the way to Nancy 
and tho sudden appearance at ihe Nancy test! 
vnl of the Grand Duke Constantino, That he 
wont by tho Czar's orders is certain. How far 
his coming was expected by President Carnot 
is uncertain, nor does it greatly matter. What 
does matter and what is a foot of higher con- 
cern lo the poace and policy of Europe than 
any recent event is the grand duke's presence 
on such an occasion. It is tho most positive 
expression of tno Czar's goad will to France 
that has yet been given, it meant that Cron 
stadt belongs not to tho past, but to tho pre 
Bent. There has always been a doubt how tti 
tho Russian emperor and Russia herself have 
responded to tho eagerness of Franco for a 
serious political understanding between tho 
two countries. It may still ho doubtlul, but 
what is clear is that the Czar signifies thus 
publicly to Germany and Europe that his visit 
to Kiel detracts nothing fiom his friendship, 
whatever it be, for France. The French grum- 
bled at his going, as they grumbled at the Ger- 
man emperor's visit to England, and they would 
like to monopolize these International compli- 
ments. They are restored to go*-d humor, anil 
to something rni ro than good humor, by tho 
apDearance of the gtand duko, 

Tho shadow of the coming dissolution hangs 
over everything. Tho truce in Parliament 
works to a charm. All tho time of the House, 
AVednesday afternoons excepted, is surren- 
dered to the Government. The Supply Hill 
was rushed through at railroad speed. The 
Radicals and the Irish members, if they do not 
help, they do not hinder. All contentious 
measures are dropped, save such ns are ad- 
vanced far enough to make further contention 
futile. The Irish Local Government Hill was 
the first and must remain the most consider- 
able victim. Had tho dissolution been defoncd 
this measure would havo become a law. but as 
tho Irish think it an insult and tho Tories, not 
a few of them, a mistake, no groat harm can bo 
done by delay. The Irish Unionists, loyal as 
thoyaroto tho Government, are delighted to 
see it go under, and stand ready to take their 
chance of a worso thing befalling them. Tho 
two front benches are working together to tho 
end that all business may bu concluded before 
Juno 25. Tho whips calculate that at tho pres- 
ent rato of progress tho prorogation may tako 
place on June 23 or 21. In that case tno writ3 
will go out by Saturday, and voting will begin 
in the boroughs on tho Saturday following. 
Tho constituencies, not tho House, are hence- 
forth tho centre of interest. 

Tho London season will reach its height with 
tho Ascot races, and after Ascot, tho West 
End is expected to devoto itself to tho enlight- 
enment of the rural and provincial elector, and 
the London tradesman is in despair. He gene- 
rally is.

As honest, mourners, wo 
follow to the grave thoso who aro called beforo 
us, thus fulfilling ono of tho covenants to tho 
living. Our Father, who art in Hcavon, bo 
with us, wo pray theo, as wo journey honco to 
our respective romos. and grant that when tho 
dual summons shall come, wo maybe p«rrult- 
ted to outer into that kingdom eternal in tho 
Heavens where sorrow and allliction aio un- 
known."

IMPORTANT JUDGMENT 

Delivered by Sir Matthew B. Ik'ffbie. 
C.J., in the Case of Ilaggorty 
vs. Duck. 



A Contractor's Grievances Ventilated— 
The Old Law and the New One 
Explained. 



COUNTY COURT. 

(Boforo tho Chief Justlco sitting us a County 
Court Judge, 

Hnggerty vs. Grant & Duck. 

In this action it was alleged that Grant (olthor 
as a contractor, or as tho aguut of this co- 
defondont or possibly under engagement with 
somebody olso— as to which thoru was no evi- 
dence) being employed in constructing works 
or buildings on land belonging to Duck, con- 
tracted in writing, in March last, with tho 
plaintiff for executing certain excavations, at 
tho prico of .* loll, and for the supply of materials 
at a fixed price per load or cubic yard, the 
quantity to be ascertained on completion. Dur- 
ing tliu progress of the work it was alleged that 
additional excavation became necessary, 
at an agreed prico of §111(1, and 
one hundred and eighty thousand 
bricks hauled, the market rate of which would 
bo SI per thousand. The plaintiff bad fully 
performed his part on tho '12ml of April. His 
whole claim amounted to $825 or thereabouts. 
On that day ho received from Grant 8300 "us 
part payment of supply of labor and mater- 
ial," and It was then agreed between them that 
the balance was to be paid by Uranton the 22nd 
of May. Grant having abandoned his work, 
and Victoria, tho plaintiff on the 12th of May 
brought this action (or judgment against 
Grant for the balance, S.VJ.'i, nod to establish a 
lien on Duck's land to secure that amount. The 
summons, under Ihestatuteof IS1I2, called upon 
Grant to tile a dispute note within eight days. 
The summons was not personally served on 
Grant, who could not be found. The plaintiff 
procured an onler for leave to proceed us if 
personal service h id been effected, and signed 
judgment against Grant for $."i25 and costs. 

Sir Matthew B. Hegbio— I do not know 
whether it is any longer open to Mr. Din k to 
dispute the amount of plaintiffs claim. It has 
boon ascertained by judgment (however ob- 
tained) in an action to which ho was a party— 
section 17, does not exactly apply; for I| have 
no idea whether Grant had a good defence or 
not. However, 1 shall allow Mr. Duck to de- 
fend upon both the points which wore origi- 
nally open to him— viz: both as lo tho regular- 
ity of the plaintiffs proceedings to establish 
tho lion, anil us to tho amount. 

ftlr. Jay then proceeded with tho ca c o for tho 
plaintiff, Mr. iielyea for tho defendant, Duck. 

Tho remaining facts and arguments sulli- 
ciently appear in the judgment. 

Tho Chief Justice— There are several objec- 
tions to tho defendant's proceeding in this 
action. The nature of it is to he kept In view. 
The defendant. Grant, contracted with tho 
plaintiff lo muko certain payments, amounting 
in all to ubout SS.'"), for work to be done and 
materials to be furnished on land belonging to 
Mr. Duck. Of this S'lJO was paid on the li.'nd 
of April, IS!).'; and tho plaintiff agreed with 
Grant that tho balauco should be paid on 
tho '22nd of May. The statutes provide that the 
sums duo by Grant shall, if tho plaintill' 
take the stops therein mentioned, bo Bccured 
upon, and in case of default by Grant levied by 
aiile of, Mr. Duck's land. The steps required by 
tho statutes to acquire und maintain this lien 
are, first, the filing of an allldavit in the statu- 
tory form, within 31 days from the completion 
of tho work, &c.; and next, tho bringing of an 
action within Ho days after tiling such affida- 
vit, The present action is against Grant, to re- 
cover tho unpaid balance of $525, and to havo 
tho lien on Duck's land for that sum declared, 
and, if necessary, realized. Tho llrst objection 
la, that the action was commenced on tho 12th 
May, before the agreed period of. credit had 
elapsed, and. therefore, before anything was 
payable by Grant. Grant has not raised any 
objection on that ground; he has never appear- 
ed'nt all, anil judgment has gone against him 
by default. I have decided, however, that that 
is not binding on tho other defendant, Mr. 
Duck, and that ho is entitled todefend on any 
ground which shows that tho plaintiff is not 
entitled to sucooed. Burritt v. Reinmnm, '-'5 
Gr. Oh. It. 183, was cited to show that such nn 
action is premature, butsurely no authority is 
necessary for such u proposition. Duck's land 
is, in til is action, only bound to make good 
what the plnintill'cvn, in this action, recover 
against Grant; nnd it is clear ho could 
recover nothicg. It is in this ro- 
spect as if tho holder of a promissory note 
were suing an endorser before tho date at 
which the maker has promised to pay. It is 
truo that insomo cases the credit thus 
given to the contractor might result in n 
total deprivation of the lien. For instance, it 
tho workman or material man had agreed to 
give six months credit, t he statute requires the 
lien holder to Bio nn allldavit. within thlrty-ono 
days, and commeuco his action within thirty 
days more, otherwise the lien is gone, 
in such a case, a plaintiff might have some ox- 
cuso for bringing his action within the time 
allowed for credit. I do not say that it would 
bo valid, or otherwise". Here, however, the 
sixty- ono days, from the 22d of April, within 
which the action is to be brought, would not 
expire until loni after the 22nd .May; and there 
is no excuse or reason lor o .mmeneing the ac- 
tion on thu 12th. 

Hut there are several other g nunds of objec- 
tion at least equally so; ious. This is a mixed 
claim for labor anil material) ; mainly for 
materials: the whole supplied in March and 
April lust, And so, governed by thn Art of 1801, 
which in express terms only confeis this lien 
upon claims for work und labor ; and by 
section 30 repeals th'i previous statutes 
of lSSS-'SU-'iM. which included material- 
men. Hut notwithstanding this broad 
repeal, section 30, immediately pro- 
O'ddto declare thnf'such repeal shall not 
affect any right of lion which would havo ex- 
isted but for the passing of this Act (181)1)." On 
the best consideration 1 can give to this enact- 
ment, I take it to mean that tho previous Acts 
aro repealed only as to liens for work and labor, 
which are to bo governed by the new Act, but 
all other lions aro to bo loft under tho old law 
I was told during tho argument th 1 livin'en 
tion of the Legislature was other u is - h-.i ir 
was meant to exclude nil claims by iur>i> rinl 
men. I do not think they havo expres >ou that 
intention. Until' they bavo, then the plaintiff 
can evidently be allowed no claim whoever 
for material, he would bo completely out of 
court. I think, however, that the words 
I havo quoted, from section 30, modify 
the repeal of thu former Btatuus, and 
tho question is : What right of lion 
has tno plaintiff got under tho old law/ 
Evidently none; for ho has not. complied with 
the stipulations of the old law as to the alllda- 
vit. He does not specify the particulars of tho 
material alleged to have been provided. Ho 
has indeed taken the form in the schedule to tho 
Act of 1891! and as t hat Act does not ileal with 
thu lieu of matei ial-men, the schedule form 
naturally omits all mention of materials. There 
is indeed another defect, us to which thn 
plain tiff has failed to comply with olthor of the 
schedule forms of allldavit; he omits the ad- 
dress of the land owner. Tho same statute 
which uives tho inchoate right of lion, either 
for work or materials, declares tint it shall 
absolutely cease unless an allldavit be filed 
within 31 days, stating the onumorated par- 
ticulars, one of which is tho address of tho 
owner. That, affidavit constitutes tho lien 
(section Oof 1SSS, section 8 of 1S!)1) anil in order 
to acquire a right of this very unusual nature, 
tho at .tuto must be strictly followed. On these 
grounds again, therefore, the claim of lion fails. 

Then the plaintill' has closed his case with- 
out producing any evidence that tho work or 
materials were supplied at the request of the 
owner, Mr. Duck, (section tin both statutes), 
or thai .Grant, who ulono contracted with tho 
plaintill', was.it all employed by Mr. Duck, or 
that the labor, etc., iu respect of which tho 
plaintiff's claims, was over brought within tho 
knowledge of tho owner or his authorized 
agent (section Tin each statute); or that tho 
owner had any agent authorized to take cogni- 
zance of the work, etc. If I woro to dooHe 
merely on this want of evidence, which pro- 
bably could bo supplied, I might, perhaps, in 
an ordinary action, ontor a verdict of non-suit, 
without prejudice to a fresh action. Hut those 
statutes do not confer ordinary rights. They 
must bo followed and construed at least as 
strictly as the statutes regulating conditional 
bills of salo. And I do not think I hat the pluin- 
tiff could in any fresh notion overcomo tho very 
serious objections nlrendy enumerated. Tho 
action will, therefore, bo dismissed. Thero has 
not been pointed out, nor can 1 perceive any 
good cause why tho costs should not follow tho 
event, and, unless ithoro bo good cause, I have 
110 discretion in (ho matter of ousts.

Blaine Dots not Desire to Re-enter Public 
Life— Harrison the Strongest 
Jinn of all. 

Chicago, Juno ii,— Channcoy M. Dcpow, in 
answer to a question, by a reporter, said : 
"You need anticipate no bit tomes) on tho part 
of those who voted for other candidates than 
Harrison. Piatt will not oppose tho nominee. 
People never knifo a ticket merely in revenge. 
The opposition to Harrison was concentrated on 
Blnino. Nobody believes that Blaine desires to 
re-entor public life. Thero Is no doubt that 
Olarkson, Piatt and Quay honestly believed 
thoy could nominate Blaine, but tho Minne- 
apolis convention was run on popular princi- 
ples. Wonevor had more able politicians than 
those three men and they aro invaluable in an 
aftor-tho-convention canvass, but they could 
not fool that the great, business interests of tho 
country favored Harrison. 

" Every one knows my feelings towards 
Blaine. Had he not written tho letter to Clark- 
son ho would have hud my support, More 
than that, if he, at an early date, hud an- 
nounced Ills candidacy, Harrison would not 
havo been a candidate. That letter was a mes- 
sage from the great, leader lo his followers. 
Tho more I contemplate thosituation, the more 
I am convinced that no candidate with half uf 
Harrison's strength could be placed before the 
people. Take the situation now, and with 
Cloveland as an opposing c indidato, und Har- 
rison is possibly stronger than Hlnino. Ho is 
certainly stronger with tho country than in the 
last cainp.ign. Harrison has throe olomontsof 
great strength. Ho is Bl rong with busir.es men 
and I believe thu* tho laboring men favored his 
renomina ion. Then, too, ho is strong with 
the old soldiers."

Ho said he 
and his friends havo gone so far in trying to 
effect a reconciliation ns to expose themselves 
to every hostile criticism from tho inlluenfiu! 
section of their friends who are opposed to any 
attompt to ell'ect a compromise, 

New York, Juno 12.— John Redmond and 
John Powers, tho latter of the Dublin Inde- 
pendent, were met at tho steamship Etruria, 
this morning, by a committee, and brought to 
this city. 1'hey received a hearty welcome, 
and in response to tho welcoming address of 
tho choir-nan of the committo • \lr. Redmond 
stated that his mission to 'his ooun'ry was one 
of peace. Ho and his patriotic Colleagues In 
Ireland wanted reunion, which meant a union 
independent of English polities. Redmond de- 
clined to discuss poli ics und [ilsh affairs until 
after tho big meeting in the Academy of Music 
on Wednesday.

The old vessel's history^ lias been often 
told, and needs now no repetition. There 
are many who have viewed the historic re- 
mains of what was once the wonder of tlie 
natives on this coast, who will hear with re- 
gret tho news of the mishap. Those, too, 
who have recently put their money into the 
scheme of exhibiting tho vessel at the 
World's Fair will likewise be sorry, for tho 
financial less will be considerable. How- 
ever, the beat must be made of tlie accident, 
and active atepa will be taken to preserve 
what little remains of the old craft.

THAT SHOOTING CASK. 

The Sportsmon Who Shot Miss Sea Did So 
Unintentionally— An Acquittal, 

In tho Provincial Police Court, yesterday, 
before Mr. K. Pearson, J. P., the charges of 
shooting at and assault preferred against 
Robert Dudgeon and James Rollins was 
heard, and attracted quite a large audience. 

The first complaint heard waa one in 
which Samuel Sea charged the defendants 
with shooting at and wounding his daughter 
Alma. 

Samuel Sea deposed that he waa a farmer, 
living on Bumside road, and on Tuesday 
last, while at work, heard some gun shots. 
His daughter Alma was standing at the 
back door at tho time. Some ten minutes 
afterwards lie again heard firing, about 100 
yards from tho house, and, running up, 
found his daughter crying, and blood run- 
ning down her cheek. 

Alma Sea swore that on the day in ques- 
tion she hcatd shots fired in the vicin- 
ity of her house, and going out 
saw two men there — one near tho chicken 
house and the other near the swamp. Sho 
shouted to the men, one of whom was within 
15 yards of her. She could not recognize 
tho man, but ho wus dressed in light 
clothes. Having shouted at tho man, they 
tired again and a pellet struck her in the 
face. The mau who fired told her to get 
out of tho way and -used foul language. Sue 
theu went into the house and told her 
mother. She believed the man fired at her. 

Louisa Sea, mother of last witness, de- 
posed to having heard tlie shots fired, and, 
finding that her daughter had been struck, 
she went out and said to tho men: "You 
have shot my daughter." They only laughed 
at her. She asked their names, and they 
refused to givo them, and said that if she 
did not get away they would shoot her also. 
She identified the defendants. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Eherts, witness 
said that the men subsequently told her 
that they had come to the place shooting. 
Had they apologized for their conduct Hhe 
would not have taken any further action in 
ilie matter. 

Matthias Rowland deposed to having 
Been the defendants shooting at pigeonH, on 
the day in question. 

This concluded the evidence, and the case 
of Mrs. Louisa Sea, charging same defend- 
ants with assault upon her, was gone into. 

Louisa Sea repeated her evidence, as given 
in the previous case,, adding that -one of the 
charges passed close to he'r head. 

John Meek gave evidence as to having 
heard several shot fired, and seeing Miss 
Sea run into tlie house. After she got in 
the firing was continued. 

Robert Dudgeon (one of the defendants) 
swore that ho had not fired at Mrs. Sea ot- 
her daughter. With Rollins, they fired 
several shots on the land, but in a different 
direction to that in which Mrs. Scu was. 
'f hey were not aware that they had shot 
the young lady until apprized of tlie fact by 
her mother. He swore positively that he 
did not threaten to shoot Mrs. Sea. They 
had allot two woodpeckers, and the last shot 
fired was in quite a different direction to 
that in which Mrs. Sea was. 

In dismissing the case, Mr. Pearson cau- 
tioned the defendants that they should not 
fire so near a house without great caution. 
They should also have been civil to Mrs. 
Sea, and had they been so they would have 
saved themselves and her a great deal of 
trouble. 

Mr. Eberts appeared for the defendants.
